William Weihe, the big, broad, consery-
ative President of the Amalgamated Asso- ]
ciation, was born in 1845 in what is now the
Thirteenth ward.

He worked first around the furoaces and
yolls, and then entered the puddling depart-
Juent.

First in the Amnigamated.

Mr. Weike wamone of the early members
of the Amalzamsted Associstion, entering
jt when it was organized in 1874 In the
lodge councils he soon secured recognition
as a mano of excellent judgment, whose ad-
viee was always valuable, &nd he rose
rapidly iv the association, From the occu-
pancy of ofticial positions in his loeal lodge,

be became Secretary of the District
Board, and held thst position for
one year. Then he was for five
years & member of the Advisory

of the Association declined to be n ecandi-
date for re-election.

This he
refused te do, and secordingly Assistanmt
President M. M. Garland was elected to
the Presidency and will assume the office in
October.
